BY BOLD BANDITS 


BASEBALL REPORT.

Masked Robbers Ride Into Rainy City, 
Minn., and Loot a Bank—$30,000 


C a r r ie d Off—Citizens Too Terrified 
To Offer Resistance and the Men 
Get Away. 
xower, Minn., June 22.—A messenger 
cam e in from R ainy 
Lake City last 
night and told of the robbery of the 
Bank of Rainy Lake City, on the Ca­ 
nadian border, late Thursday 
after­ 
noon.. 
Two masked men, after hold­ 
ing up and knocking senseless the cash­ 
ier, bound him and robbed the bank 
of some $30,000, after which they made 
their escape. 
Cashier Johnson was alone inthe bank 
ju st before closing 
time. 
Suddenly 
two masked men appeared, and rushed 
behind the counter with revolvers in 
their hands. 
The cashier made a jum p 
for his gun, but before he could reach 
it one of the robbers was upon him. 
ffhen followed . a desperate struggle, 
during which the masked men shot 
twice a t Cashier Johnson, who 
was 
all the time struggling to get where 
he could reach his revolver. 
Ju st as 
he was within a foot of the draw er 
w here it lay, the second robber came 
to the aid of his companion, and dealt 
the cashier several blows on the head 
w ith his gun. 
Mr. Johnson struggled for a few mo­ 
m ents longer, and then, becoming weak 
from the blows, and seeing 
that 
it 
would only be courting death to make 
any more fight, gave up. 
As he sank 
to the floor one of the men struck him 
a heavy blow in the face, rendering him 
unconscious. 
W hen Johnson regained 
his senses, shortly afterw ard, he found 
..him self bound hand and foot and lying 
under the counter. 
The robbers, who still wore 
their 
m asks, locked the door, as several peo­ 
ple had been attracted by the 
gun 
shots, and proceeded to go through the 
vault, the inner door of which 
was 
locked. They demanded th at .Mr. John­ 
son open this. 
He refused, hoping to 
gain time, in order that the citizens 
m ight come to the rescue. His refusal 
angered the robbers, and one of them 
kicked him in the side several times as 
he lay on the floor. 
By this time there was a large crowd 
outside the bank. 
The robbers hur­ 
riedly filled the front part of the safe 
with powder and touched it off, blow­ 
ing the safe to pieces, and scattering 
the silver coins all over the place. The 
packages of bills were all wrapped up 
In paper, and for that reason were not 
injured. These packages, the contents, 
am ounting in all to almost $30,000, the 
robbers hurriedly stowed away in their 
pockets, and with drawn guns made a 
dash for the street. 
The bluff the bandits put up stag­ 
gered the spectators and for a moment 
no one was capable of making a move. 
By the time the people regained their 
nerve the robbers had 
escaped, 
and 
when search for them was made no 
trace could be found. 
A posse was a t once formed and is 
now scouring the whole country 
for 
them. 
Telegrams have been sent in 
every direction to arrest the men,whose 
description has been given. 
It is be­ 
lieved th at the men have headed for the 
Lake Superior country in order to get 
on some passing steamer. 
Mr. Johnson, while badly bruised up, 
Is not dangerously hurt.

agreed on. 


Demands of Missouri Free Silver Men 
Complied With. 
St. Louis, Mo., June 22.—The confer­ 
ence of the representatives of the larg­ 
est Democratic counties in the state at 
the 
Laclede 
Hotel Thursday night 
adopted resolutions which, coupled with 
the promise made by C. C. Mofflt, chair­ 
m an of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, assures a state convention 
on the silver question. 
Mr. Mofflt de­ 
clared he would call a meeting of the 
state committee if either a m ajority of 
the members of the state committee or 
a m ajority of the chairmen of the Dem­ 
ocratic county committees of the state 
requested him to do so.

BUSINESS KEEPS UP ALLOVER-

New York, June 22.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: “From 
all parts of the United States the best 
advices obtainable tell of a rising tide 
of trade and industry which threatens 
here and there to mount too far and too 
fast. The volume of all business is by 
no means equal to that of 1892 as yet. 
though 
In 
some im portant branches 
larger than in that or any other year. 
Two influences of tremendous power 
contribute to the rise—encouraging crop 
news 
and 
confident replenishing of 
stocks, which have been for two years 
depleted to the utm ost 
“Excepting too heavy rains in Texas, 
crop reports this week have been high­ 
ly encouraging. ‘Future injury to cotton 
cannot be predicted, but as yet nothing 
indicates a yield below 7,500,000 bales, 
which is not supposed to threaten fam ­ 
ine if the commercial and mill stocks are 
remembered, now exceeding by 2,500,000 
bales a full consumption until Septem­ 
ber I. Receipts continue small and con­ 
sumption close to the maximum here 
and abroad, though the m arketing of 
British goods is not entirely encourag­ 
ing. Liberal purchases of all products 
by the south do not indicate belief that 
any serious m isfortune Impends. 
“Reports from spring wheat states 
and from the Pacific coast are cheer­ 
ing, although the loss of w inter wheat 
was large there, and those whose esti­ 
m ates have been most accurate in re­ 
cent years now vary in predictions from 
430,000,000 to 470,000,000 bushels. A tlan­ 
tic exports for three weeks, flour in­ 
cluded, have been only 3,758,718 bushels, 
against 6,006,232 last year, indicating no 
urgent demand at current prices. There 
has been a fall of 6 cents in wheat, with 
heavier sales for three weeks. 
“The rush for supplies*in iron and 
steel resembles a ‘bear panic’ in the 
stock m arket. 
Because 
prices 
ar* 
mounting higher, everybody rushes to 
buy, so th at they mount higher. It 
is undeniable that works in operation 
are crowded with orders, and others who 
have been idle for years are preparing 


Ignore silver, yet it was generally under­ 
stood that it would be out of order to 
say anything or do anything th at would 
reopen the old agitation. It was there­ 
fore settled that the report of the com­ 
m ittee on resolutions was to be adopted 
w ithout debate and the contest was 
limited to the selection of a secretary to 
succeed A. B. Humphrey. 
The assembling of the convention 
was delayed till almost noon by the 
meetings of the officers of state league®, 
the new executive board, the committee 
on league work, and other organiza­ 
tions engaged in routine business. The 
old executive committee was also en­ 
gaged during the forenoon closing up 
its business. 
The Pennsylvania dele­ 
gation held a meeting and decided to 
stand by the platform as reported by 
the committee on resolutions. 
Thfs 
action had its effect on the New York­ 
ers and others who were inclined to 
fight the Patton substitute. 
The following names were then an­ 
nounced for the ballot for secretary: 
John F. Byms, Colorado; W. G. Ed«i, 
Illinois; T. E. W alker, N ebraska; M. J. 
Dowling, 
Minnesota. 
Before the re­ 
sult 
of 
the 
ballot 
was announced 
changes were made from B ym s and 
Eden to M. J. Dowling, and the Iatter’s 
election w as made unanimous without 
a count. 
The committee on resolutions report­ 
ed the following, which w as adopted 
without debate: 
“W hereas, This convention has not 
been authorized or directed by the re­ 
publicans of the country to form ulate or 
announce a platform for the republic­ 
an party, the national convention of 
the party being invested with sole and 
exclusive jurisdiction to nominate can­ 
didates and determine the party posi­ 
tion on public questions; 
therefore 
be It 
“Resolved, That as republicans pos­ 
sessing full confidence in the wisdom 
and patriotism of our party, we dis­ 
claim jurisdiction to form ulate a na­ 
tional platform for the party and all 
resolutions presented are respectfully 
referred to the national convention of 
1896, with the confident belief that such 
convention will present to the republic­ 
ans of the nation a declaration of prin­ 
ciples destined to secure the best pos­ 
sible adm inistration of government and 
the highest obtainable prosperity of the 
people.” 
This ended all the silver agitation 
and the agreem ent of the contending 
factions to have no financial fight on 
the floor of the convention was carried 
through. The result was greeted with 
applause. 
Most of the delegates left last n ig h t 
Some remained over to be present at 
the Informal reception tendered to Gov. 
McKinley a t the Hollenden. 
Gov. Mc­ 
Kinley 
was escorted from the depot 
to the hotel by the Tippecanoe Club of 
this city. 
He shook hands with about 
2,000 citizens and delegates, but did not 
make a speech.

Organised Gang Has Been Operating In 
New York City. 
New York, June 22.—As the result of 
investigation made during the last few 
weeks much evidence has been accumu­ 
lated tending to show the existence of a 
gigantic conspiracy to burn houses, to 
defraud insurance companies, and to di­ 
vide the insurance money. On the con­ 
fession pf one of the chief instrum ents 
in the conspiracy, corroborated by doc­ 
um entary and other evidence, it would 
appear th at for five years or more a 
combination of fire Insurance adjusters, 
public fire adjusters, a policeman, a t­ 
taches of the fire m arshal’s office, and 
hired incendiaries have made a busi­ 
ness of setting fires, and have thriven 
on the proceeds. They did not content 
themselves with setting such fires as 
came in their way. One or more of their 
men drummed up trade as commercial 
travelers would. 
They went to mer­ 
chants In this city and Brooklyn, cool­ 
ly set forth the advantages of a fire, 
and offered for signature a contract 
stating the percentage of insurance 
money they should receive for their 
trouble. 
It is confessed that as the di­ 
rect result of the operations of these 
conspirators 
seventy-five 
fires 
have 
been deliberately set within the last two 
years, and 
the 
insurance companies 
have thereby been 
swindled 
out of 
nearly $1,000,000.

"The Colonel Knew Him in the Army 
And Tells, In His Paper. The Mil­ 
waukee Telegraph, How the Atten­ 
tion of the Privates Made His Face 
Redden W ith Em barrassment. 


"T h ere were m any sad h earts in 
W isconsin, last 
Saturay, when the 
wirer* announced the sudden d e ath oi 
General Henry Palm er, a t his Janes­ 
ville home,** says the Mil we akee Tele­ 
graph, Editor W atrous having been 
quarterm aster general a t the tim e he 
w rites of. 
"W hen a young man he witnessed 
a portion of the Crimean war. In 1861 
he entered th e volunteer service as 
surgeon of the Seventh Wisconsin, 
Hater becoming surgeon of the Iron 
B rigade, and then was transferred to 
a leading general hospital where thou­ 
sands of wounded and sick were u n ­ 
d er his charge. 
Be was em inent in 
h is profession, a dignified, courteous 
gentlem an, and a patriot. 
He had 
served his city several times as mayor, 
aud for nine years was surgeon gen­ 
e ra l of Wisconsin, having succeeded 
th e late General E. B. Wolcott, of 
M ilw aukee. 
He w as a m an of 
the 
strictest integrity; his life was above 
reproach; his home one of the happi­ 
est in Janesville. 
B im lied U k e a School G irl. 
"G eneral Palm er was an active Grand 
A rm y m an, a member of the Loyal 
Legion, had been a t the head of the 
B late Medical Society, and in his earl­ 
ie r days a professor in a medical col­ 
leg e, and was prom inently connected 
w ith a medical college in Chicago a t 
th e tim e of his death. 
General Pal­ 
m er w as a very modest man; blushed 
lik e a school girl |on occasion. 
The 
first tim e I remember to have seen 
him was on A rlington Heights, Vir­ 
ginia, in November or December, 1861. 
He w as parsing the reserve of the 
brigade guard, near General K ing’s 
headquarters. 
The guard fell in and 
presented arms, m istaking him for 
'the commander of a regim ent or bri­ 
gade. 
W ithout answ ering the salute 
'the young doctor looked a t the cffic er 
i d th e guard, then the guard, a u d 
asked: 
"W hy air!

o n e ls and generals.1* 
‘•Well, sir, I am only a doctor.1’ 
"D octor, it i6 a m istake, but we 
are glad we saluted you.’’

"N o boy or girl received a compli­ 
m ent th a t made them blush 
more 
th a n Dr. Palm er blushed on th a t oc­ 
casion. 
A nother occasion when Dr. 
P alm er blushed . like a 
bride,

recalled. 
The First Regim ent of the 
M otional Guard was in camp a t JaneE- 
vllle. 
Burgeon General Palm er and 
th e quarter-m aster general were rid­ 
in g into camp, uniformed and their 
■tars glistening like diamonds. 
They 
w ere busy talking over old times, fc r 
both had served in the same brigade 
and both had recalled and were talk­ 
ing about troops in camp under very 
different circumstances. 
The guard 
fell in and sainted the tw o generals, 
but they were so intent in their con­ 
versation th a t they neither answered 
th e salute nor looked up; in fact they 
did not know, until they had gotten 
into camp and were informed by an 
officer, th a t they had passed the gnard 
w ithout recognizing the courteous sa­ 
lute. 
The surgeon general took the 
qu arter-m aster general’s arm and said: 
"W e ’il go rig h t back and apologize 
to those soldiers. 
P o p u la r W ith G uard sm en . 
"O n their way back the guard dis­ 
covered them and fell in and saluted 
them again, aud th a t tim e the salute 
w as properly returned

Dr. 
Palm er made a little speech and apol­ 
ogized for the eeeming neglect of him­ 
self and his brother general. 
It was 
a sergeant in charge of the guard, 
then, and he replied to the general, 
statin g the ordei s th a t the guard had 
to salute field aud general officers, but 
said if he hadn’t been answered the 
second tim e it was the last tim e ho 
w ould ever call out a guard to salute 
a doctor ah i an issuer of rations sn d 
clothing. 
At first the doctor laughed 
m errily, and then, seeming to grasp 
th e full m eaning of the sergeant’s re­ 
m ark, blushed more completely than 
he had laughed heartily. 
Dr. Palmer 
w as alw ays a great favorite in the 
arm y, and in the N ational Guard he 
w as highly esteemed by both officers 
and men.

PHARMACY 
LAW. 


Druggists Mast Comply With The Regula­ 
tions or Fay a Fine. 
At the meeting of %the State Board 
of Pharmacy held at Madison, four 
cases were reported as being in the 
courts, and district attorneys were di­ 
rected to proceed with the same. 
Numerous complaints were received 
from pharmacists all over the state 
that some druggists were leaving 
their a torcs with young boys in them, 
not registered, and they sold poisons 
at all times, and that the board woald 
give notice that it is the intent of the 
law that none but registered and com­ 
petent pharmacists are allowed to sell 
poison at any time, and that they 
should prosecute all such cases coming 
to their notice, and proceed against 
botn proprietor and clerk. 
The entire 
fine cf $50 in every case goes to the 
school fund. The law sequiring drug­ 
gists to keep a poison register will 
also be enforced, and certainly should 
be where all can see it, and the pub­ 
lic should be careful about buying 
drugs or medicines in any store where 
there are no certificates displayed.
